H awaiian Chinos*» Regulations. 
W ashington, Pepiember 30th.—United 
Btates Minister M ¡» 
has Bent to the De­ 
partment o f Ktate copies of regulations re­ 
cently 
promulga', t 
by the 
Hawaiian 
Kingdom controlling the immigration of 
Chinese. 
In substance, the regulations are 
as follow s: No vessel to be allowed to land 
more than twentv-livc Chinese passengers 
at any part of the kingdom, unless the pas­ 
sengers ¡n excess of teat number arc pro­ 
vided with passports entitling them to 
enter. Passports, entitling holders to return 
to the kingdom, will be granted persons of 
Chinese nationality, or who may hereafter 
become resident o f the islands, provided 
such persons have been engaged in trade, 
or have conducted .vine industrial enter­ 
prise during at least a year ol their resi­ 
dence. 
No return passports w ill be given 
to Chinese laborers leaving the islands. 
Passports w ill be granted at the Foreign 
Office, also by his Majesty’s consular officers 
at Hongkong, Shanghai and San Francisco, 
to any Chinese women desiring to come to 
the islands, nnd to Chinese children whose 
parents are residing in the Kingdom, or 
w ho may not be more than 10 years of age. 
Passports entitling the holder to enter the 
Kingdom will also be granted at the For- 
c-ign Office to such .persons o f Chinese na­ 
tionality as the Minister o f Foreign Alfairs 
may claim it proper to admit to the King­ 
dom. 
A ll orders and instructions regulat­ 
ing the incom ing ol Chinese into the K ing­ 
dom heretofore made and promulgated are 
rescinded. 
Itestoralion c f Mail Service to the Orient. 
N ew Y ork, September 30th.—The de­ 
cision of the Postmaster-General, made 
public to-day. to discontinue sending the 
Asiatic mails by way ol Europe ant! the 
Suez Canal and restore them to the route 
via San Francisco, using the four steamers 
of the Occidental and Oriental Line for 
that purpose, has given rise to rumors that 
the Pacific Mail Steamship Company may 
withdraw its steamers lrom the China 
trade. 
In this case, it is said the Pacific 
Mail steamers may lie available-for the 
Australian service, touching at the Sand­ 
wich Islands. 
It is learned on good au­ 
thority that the Canadian Government is 
w illing to give a subsidy to a line of Brit­ 
ish-built shins, provided 
their western 
terminus at Puget Sound is adopted as the 
port of destination. A well-known railroad 
man said to your correspondent: 
“ This 
is a virtual hack-down on the part of the 
Administration. The storm raised by its 
refusal to subsidize the Pacific Mail steam- 
Drs, thus causing a delay of thirty-two days 
to'N'ew York merchants sending by mail to 
Yokohama via Europe, is being felt at 
W ashington. 
The Government positively 
cannot dispense with the Pacific Mail ser­ 
vice and give satisfaction to the many mer­ 
chants in the Chinese trade. 
The delay of 
thirty-two days iu transporting the mail 
wouid prove fatal to any business inter­ 
ests." 
A meeting was held yesterday of 
members of the Importers and Grocers' 
Exchange, at which 
resolutions 
were 
adopted urging the Government to facili­ 
tate rapid and regular mail communication 
with China. Japan and the East Indies, 
saying; 
“ Trade was already embarrassed 
by the recent delays in the service.’ About 
thirty leading bankers and merchants also 
signed a circular, which has been forwarded 
to the Postmaster-General, urging him to 
make som e arrangements by which East- 
erirmails could be expedited. 
Kosecraua ami H is Subordinates. 
W ashington, September 30th. — There 
lias been a good deal of talk in reference 
to the resignations of General Iiosecrans' 
office, and it lias been stated that he re­ 
quested the resignations of all his chiefs of 
divisions, and that the President and Sec­ 
retary Manning advised him to retract that 
action. 
The General has denied that his 
wishes in regard to the disposition o f his 
force have been interfered with iu any 
way, and two changes of chiefs of division 
were made to-day. 
As to the others. Gen­ 
eral’Iiosecrans says that their resignations 
w ill be accepted from tim e to time, when­ 
ever he and Secretary Manning can agiee 
upon the proper men to take their places. 
He says lie will not force upon the Secre­ 
tary any man he has doubts of, and the 
Secretary will not appoint any one General 
iiosecrans does not want. 
Meanwhile the 
present incumbents will continue to serve. 
The General says that when the President

talked the matter ovt r with Mr. Manning, 
who finally said, “ W ell, go ahead."

then took the place, he says, and has been 
going on since acquainting him self with 
the routine of his office and gradually im ­ 
proving it. 
The first tiling wa> to gt»t the 
resignations of the chiefs in hand, and then 
to act upon them as men could be agreed 
upon to lilt their places. 
Renewed Activity in Railway Building. 
Chicago, September 30th.—The Ilailivay 
Aye. in an article to appear in the issue of 
October 1st, says : A surprising awakening 
activity in regard to railway building lias 
become evident. 
The year opened with 
gloom and depression in business circles, 
but the record of the past nine months 
shows the total number o f new roads in 
progress and proposed in the United States 
to be 626, with a total mileage o f 44,393. 
This mileage of proposed new roads, and 
those already in progress of construction, 
are distributed as follow s; New England 
States, 813; M iddle States, 2,333; Southern 
States, 9,414; Western States, 27,696; Pa­ 
cific States, 4,137. The greater part of the 
proposed roads are to be short local lines, 
intended for the legitimate needs o f com ­ 
munities. and generally wanted to open up 
regions destitute of railway facilities. 
In 
the Carolinas, Georgia, Florida, Alabama 
and Tennessee this activity is especially 
noticeable and cheering.

section. These reasons lead us to adopt such 
methods, and so to demean ourselves as to make 
irieuds ol those whose interests are identical in 
every way with our own. 
We therefore appeal 
to the colored people of onr native State to look 
well to the altered conditions of affairs, and in 
future make such political alliances as will most 
advance our interests, educationally, financially 
and politically. We feel sure that there is 
throughout the broad limits of this common­ 
wealth a general disposition on the part of the 
white people to accord us all our rights before 
the law, and to meet us heartily in every ad­ 
vance we make for the upholding of our people. 
It behooves us, then, to so use our uailots 
that we may drive out all discordant ele­ 
ments in Virginia, whether they beheaded 
by natives or aliens of the State. We also con­ 
demn the raising of a race issue by any class of 
men who essay to lead the masses, because it 
can do nothing hut prove detrimental to our 
cause and our interests.

insanity, yet it would be a perfect parallel 
to that the Chronicle would have the peo­ 
ple of California believe the railroad oper­ 
ators in this State have adopted. The peo­ 
ple are not the gudgeons th at sheet, 
which has its own schemes and revenges 
to accomplish, imagines.

T h e Daily Butte Record is of the lielief 
that a ring is organized to belittle and to 
nullify, if it can, the scheme of the State 
in the printing of its own school hooks.

industrv of fruit-growing.

’ inspire the railroad companies to 
p, rather than destroy, an industry 
x 'omises tlieni so much business.”

TH E DEAD AT SANTA 
CRUZ. 


E x c a v a tio n s a t th e C e m e te ry —T ra d itio n s 
a n d S u p erstitio n s. 
Among the bones unearthed during the 
excavations in the Catholic cemetery at 
Santa Cruz are those of Mrs. Jam es Ord, 
mother of the late General Ord. who was 
buried over twenty-five vears ago. They 
were marked by a tombstone, hut the 
workmen, without due respect, threw them 
among the hones of other less distin­ 
guished personages. James Ord, her hus­ 
band. was the result of the morganatic 
marriage between George TV. and Mrs. 
Fitzherbert. The relatives are naturally 
very indignant. As it is now, there is no 
way by which to identify the remains. 
\\ ben Dr. Ord, United States Surgeon at 
Fort Mojave. A. T., was here last summer, 
he visited the local priest and asked that 
the remains of his m other should not be 
disturbed. H e was assured that they would 
rem ain untouched. Tuesday the hones of 
a priest, who was murdered bv the Indians 
over eighty years ago, were unearthed. 
They were recognized bv the vestments 
surrounding them. Tradition has it that 
in the days of the mission there were two 
priests in charge. The wild Indians, hav­ 
ing committed some act of depredation, 
were reproached by the padres. One of 
the priests left the following day to attend 
devotions at Monterey, aud while he was 
absent the other priest was taken out by 
the Indians and hanged to a tree in the 
mission orchard. 
The superstitious say 
that tiie tree withered, decayed and died 
soon after the occurrence. 
Father Mc- 
Namee has placed the bones in the church, 
and intends to put them in the new church 
under a stone floor. There are over 3,000 
bodies buried in the cemetery, and in some 
places they are three deep. *

T h e W o rld ’s H o p C rop. 
Messrs. AV. H . and H . L. May’s annual 
report of the world’s hop crop and pros­ 
pect of the trade is at hand, and given in 
full for the benefit of the large num ber of 
readers that are engaged in that industry. 
They say: “ AVe have during the last 
month made a thorough and exhaustive 
examination of the hop gardens of England 
and have come to the conclusion that the 
crop will turn out equal to from i 200,000 
to £225,000 old duty, which is about an 
average of 6 cwt. 'per acre. 
AA’hen we 
started our tour through the plantations 
(about a mouth ago) we were of the opinion 
that the probable yield would be equal to 
three hundred thousand old duty, but 
since that time, the plant lias suffered con­ 
siderably 
front excessive 
drought, 
red 
mould, white mould, red spider, aphis 
blight, and lastly from a severe gale; it is 
now impossible for the growth to exceed 
£225,000 old duty if ail goes favorable with 
it from this date, hut if any of the diseases 
above mentioned continue to spread, the 
crop will not come up to £200,000. The 
quality this year will be more than ever 
uneven in character. Some few gardens 
where they have escaped all the diseases 
which the hop plant is heir to, will produce 
some splendid samples, being more full of 
lupnline and of a finer aroma than we 
have had for m any years; whilst many that 
have come to hand at present are the* most 
inferior, and in fact, the greatest rubbish 
that have been picked since 1S68. 
AA'e are 
afraid that at least two-thirds of the growth 
will be of a very indifferent quality. This 
being the case, as soon as the trade fairly 
opens, good and choice samples will com­ 
mand a ready sale at prices far exceeding 
those now talked of. Our advices from 
America speak of the crop of the New 
York State being a good one, whilst from 
the Pacific coast we hear the crop will not 
be more than half of last year. The conti­ 
nental crops (with the exception of Bel­ 
gium, which will not exceed that of last 
year) are all good. AVe have now a fair 
supply of new hops on the market. The 
quality is very uneven, quite half being of 
an inferior character. All reports from the 
plantations speak of the crop coming down 
much lighter than was expected. Prices 
remain unsettled. Fine hops are improv­ 
ing in value, while low and diseased sam­ 
ples are somewhat neglected.”

A bill is before the Georgia Legislature 
to tax all unmarried men over 30 years of 
age $2 50 a year for the school fund. There 
is m any a married man, both under and 
over 30, who would like to exchange his 
status to that of having to pay the bach­ 
elor’s tax, even at a much higher figure. 


Governor Hill, of New Y'ork, has finally 
found a m an who consents to make the 
sacrifice of standing on the Democratic 
Gubernatorial ticket with him, to be plowed 
under in November. General Slocum was 
a brave man during the war, but he told 
Governor H ill that he could not afford to 
be thus slaughtered during times of peace. 
General E.S. Jones at last consented to run, 
rem arking that while he should be no more 
after the votes were counted, there would 
be plenty of Joneses left. 


Several States at the East have taken ad­ 
vantage of the opportunity offered by the 
Government, whereby the latter bears part 
of the expense for take a semi-decade cen­ 
sus. the State paying the remainder. The 
rapid increase of population in California 
made it desirable that the advantages to be 
derived from such information should be 
availed of here also, but the Legislature 
foiled to make the necessary appropriation. 
The census just taken in New Jersey shows 
an increase of population since 1880 of 12.9 
per cent., and in Massachusetts, 9.4 per 
cent. In many parts of the W est the in­ 
crease has been extremely great. The city 
of Minneapolis has gained 175.5 per cent, 
in five years, and St. I’aul 109.0 per cent. 
This is considerably more than doubling 
the census figures in the brief space of five 
years. 


Jefferson Davis, not long since, published 
a statem ent, in the shape of a letter, d'env- 
ing that he was disguised When captured 
at the close of the “ unpleasantness” which 
occurred about a quarter of a century u”o. 
Unfortunately for his reputation, the of­ 
ficial report of Colonel 
Pritchard, the 
officer in command of the troops that cap­ 
tured the lleeing head of the collapsed 
Confederacy, has been dug up from amou»’ 
the records of the War Department. These 
show conclusively that Mr. Davis’ memory 
is defective as to his wardrobe on that 
memorable occasion, and that lie did have 
on a lady’s waterproof cloak, or robe, 
which answered as a woman's dress, to 
cover liis nether limbs, and a ladv’s shawl 
about his head and shoulders also formed 
a portion of his toilet, as published at the 
time. A copy of the official report re­ 
ferred to appears in another column. 


An Eastern exchange say s: 
“ California 
is to publish her own school-books. She 
thinks that those published by privatefen- 
terprise are too expensive.” They are too 
expensive financially and m orally; the 
price is several times above cost and a 
goodly portion of the excessive profits is 
expended in corrupting school hoards and 
officials. The agents of many of the school- 
book publishers, with a brazen cffronterv 
which would paralyze an Eastern light­ 
ning-rod peddler, proceed as a regular part 
of their work of introduction of text-books, 
to endeavor to purchase, if necessary, as thev 
would beef cattle, a sufficient numlier of the 
members of the Boards ot Education—to 
insure adoption of tlieir wares. Thus the 
very courts of learning, which arc for the 
advancement of virtue, and purification of 
public life, are made tiie pest-houses of 
im m orality and most debasing corruption. 
To make it still worse, this moral pesti­ 
lence is sought to be enforced upon the 
public by a gigantic syndicate of school- 
book makers, who join in the perpetration 
of these monstrous evils and share in the 
fruits of their crime. 


The President was very kind to remem- 
1’V General Rosecrans with an appoint­ 
m ent after the people of California had 
relieved him from the arduous duties of 
Congressman, on the grounds of “ offensive 
partisanship.” OldRosev bus become aware 
of the fact that if he simply attends to the 
duties of his obscure office he will soon be 
forgotten by the public, and in the course 
of a year or two Pinkerton s entire detect­ 
ive force would not he able to find a trace 
oi him upon a $50.000 reward. H e is. 
therefore, endeavoring to keep him self be­ 
fore the public by getting some fool of a 
reporter to announce that “ General Rose- 
erans lias recommended to the President 
that he accept the resignation ” of this or 
that one ot the few clerks allowed in the 
General’s office. A day or two later some 
other reporter that is not posted upon the 
racket 
observes that no change has oc­ 
curred among the clerks; he concludes that 
“ the President has set down upon Gene­ 
ral Itosccrans' recommendations.” and he 
so states in his paper. Then Old Rosev 
rushes down to the nearest Democratic 
newspaper office and requests that a fertile 
reporter be detailed to interview him forth­ 
with, and the next morning a suffering pub­ 
lic reads in the AVashington dispatches that 
the President has not snubbed the old war- 
horse, but that the latter is very influential 
and frequently consulted by the Chief Ex­ 
ecutive.

I'tuicr this name a union of all the so­ 
cieties, bearing the name of “ Eintracht” 
on the Pacific coast, has recently been 
effected, a Convention having been held for 
that, purpose at Eintracht Hall, 31t; Post 
street, San Francisco, on Saturday evening, 
September 19th. The following societies 
have declared their willingness to join the 
union : San Francisco Eintracht, with 800 
members; Sacramento Verein Eintracht, 100 
members; Stockton Verein Eintracht, 15 
members; Portland (Or.) Verein Eintracht, 
160 members. The latter was not repre­ 
sented by delegates, but manifested their 
desire by letter. There are four societies 
•with about 1,100 members. The Oakland 
\ erein Eintracht with lot» members was 
the only society that refused to join, but a 
large number of its nientlters áre dissatis­ 
fied. and have already taken steps to form 
an 
independent society that 
will be­ 
come 
a 
member 
of 
the 
union. 
It 
is 
also 
the 
intention 
to 
or­ 
ganize new societies at San Jose, Eos 
Angeles, Santa Rosa and other places. The 
Union will be similar to the Turners’Union 
and other Orders. Members can be trans­ 
ferred by card from one society to another, 
and in case of sickness or need will be 
taken cure of abroad the same as at home. 
A life insurance is also connected with the 
Union, and a sum of $1,000 will be paid at 
the death ot each member belonging to the 
same. The different societies are also pav­ 
ing sick benefits varying from $5 to $10 per 
week. Joint festivals will be held from 
time to time, and an annual Convention 
will assemble in the month of Mav at alter­ 
nate places. The next one will be held in 
Sacramento in May, 1880. As this Union 
offers great advantages—sick benefit and 
life insurance at the same time, the latter 
being under direct control of the members, 
and no false assessments or dishonesty pos­ 
sible—there is every reason to believe that 
ii will become powerful and strong. The 
following officers of the Union were elected 
for the present term : President, J. M.

S ta te B o a rd o f E d u c a tio n . 
The State Board of Education met at 
9:30 a . 
m. yesterday. 
Present, Messrs. 
Welcker, Allen and 
More. 
Professor 
Allen requested to have the following, rel­ 
ative to his action in the acceptance of 
Kinne’s Readers, spread upon the minutes: 
Tv the Slate Board of Education—Gentlem en : I 
respectfully ask that I may be perm itted to 
place upon our records, in connection w ith the 
action adopting readers, the following: In my 
opinion the adoption of the Kinne headers, as 
subm itted to us, for use in the public schools of 
this State, is a long step to the rear, and I have 
done w hat I could, by voice and vote, to prevent 
the adoption of a series of readers which, I be­ 
lieve, arc so imperfect or so poorly adapted to 
the wants of the schools of the State. 
Charles U. A llen. 
The request was allowed, and Professor 
Allen's protest will go down as a matter of 
record through all ages. 
The Board instructed the Secretary to 
expend from the appropriation of $20,000 
such sums as fhaybe necessary for postage, 
telegrams, express and other incidentals, 
presenting vouchers for the same for the 
approval of the Board. 
Professor More moved that the Secretary 
be instructed to forward to H. C. Kinne a 
copy of the general resolution under which 
all manuscript and copyrights are accepted, 
and take sucli steps as may be necessary 
to secure to the State the copyright and 
manuswipt of the three readers offered by 
him and accepted by the Board. It was 
carried unanimously. 
The subject of arithmetic was taken up 
at the afternoon session. 
Letters from 
Frank Morton, George Bates and Joseph 
O’Connor relative to work submitted by 
them were read. 
Consultation with the State Printer, who 
was present, was then had. after which it 
was ordered by the Board that paper for 
the readers shall be not less than fifty-six 
pounds to the ream, and that the size of 
the readers shall be uniform, measuring 
5x7* inches outside of the cover, and that 
the binding shall be of cloth.

S h o c k in g A c c id e n t. 
About 2 r. m. yesterday Geo. C. Heisch, 
an old resident of the city, for several 
years proprietor of a coffee and spice store 
at Tenth and I streets, but latterly em­ 
ployed at the railroad works, met a terrible 
death. Ilis occupation at the works con­ 
sisted in feeding the powertul machine 
used in cutting scrap-iron into small 
pieces. About the hour mentioned, an­ 
other man, who has charge of the machine, 
stopped a few yards away for some pur­ 
pose, and in a minute saw the beltrunning 
the cutting machine fall off. He turned 
around and discovered Mr. Heisch caught 
between the ponderous gear wheels. One of 
these wheels sets about lour or live inches 
inside of the other, and their rims overlap. 
The upper part of the unfortunate man’s 
body was caught between the wheels, his 
hands raised over his head. He was dead 
when discovered, and death had resulted 
so quickly that he did not have time to 
utter a cry. A small quantity of hair and 
blood on the key fastening one of the 
wheels to the shaft showed that his head 
had 
been 
forced against it. 
Assist­ 
ance was summoned immediately, and 
it was found necessary to use" jack- 
screws to raise a portion of the machin­ 
ery before his body could be extricated. 
How the accident happened is a mystery, 
but the most reasonable supposition is that 
he stumbled over something while moving 
towards the machine, fell forward upon it, 
and raised his hands to try and protect his 
head as he fell. It may have been that the 
bar of iron lie was “ feeding’’ swung him 
around and into the machinery, but the 
position of the bar when he was found 
does not warrant the theory. 
Coroner Clark will hold an inquest in 
the case this evening. The only severe in­ 
jury that is noticeable about the body is to 
the left arm, which is nearly severed above 
the elbow. Death resulted, doubtless, from 
the internal injuries consequent upon his 
being crushed.

S udden D ea th.—E a rly y esterd ay n to rn - 
g B. It. Crocker and some of his em­ 
ployes, accompanied by Hiram Hubbard, 
rode up the river on the Yolo side, Mr. 
Crocker’s business being to procure a band 
of cattle he had purchased. Mr. Hubbard 
stopped at a ranch a few miles up the river, 
and the others waited there a while, a man 
whom they expected not having arrived. 
Finally Mr. Hubbard said that lie was will­ 
ing to go with Mr. Crocker's men and 
assist in getting the cattle, and he and some 
of the others went on, Mr. Crocker starting 
back to town. 
About 9 o'clock, as they 
were passing Mr. King's place, some seven 
miles above the city, Hubbard threw up 
bis hands, and before those riding with 
him could render assistance, fell from his 
horse to the ground. When he was picked 
up it was discovered that he was dead. He 
was taken into Mr. King's residence. Word 
was immediately sent to Washington, and 
Justice G. J. Scully went out, summoned a 
jury and held an inquest. A few bruises 
were found upon the deceased’s head and 
face, hut they were slight, and had evi­ 
dently been produced by the fall from his 
horse. The jury brought in a verdict in 
accordance with the above facts, which was 
in substance the testimony of those who 
were with h iy . Dr. Briggs will hold a 
post mortem examination at 9 a . m . to-day, 
when it is expected it will be ascertained 
that the cause of his death was heart dis­ 
ease. Mr. Hubbard for a long time was a 
farmer in Yolo county, but some months 
since sold his farm and came to Sacra 
mento to reside. He leaves a wife and five 
small children, who reside at Twenty-first 
and J streets.

been made here, and it is probable that for 
a few days there will be many letters de­ 
livered under the new system, parties send­ 
ing them that way for the novelty of the 
thing. 
Whether the system will grow 
into popular favor, and become self-sup­ 
porting is a matter for time to determine. 
Four or five weeks ago Mr. West, who 
lives on the Yolo side of the river, six 
miles below the cltv, gave to .Tames H.
